POOR SHOWING FOR THE NEW LOAN. 
WASHINGTON, May 4.—The subscriptions to 
the new loan, which the Treasury confidently 
anticipated would be largely increased after 
the disbursement of the May interest on the 
five-twenties and the deliyery of new bonds, 
continue to run less than’a hundred thousand 
dollars a day, and in the total have not 
reached a third of the first two hundred mil- 
lions placed on the market. Advices from 
Eu rt port that not a dollar bas been 
taken there, while the fiscal agents in this 
country report that capital derived from the 
sale of five twenties is seeking investment in 
first-class mortgage railway bonds in prefer- 
ence to a government bond of a lower rate 
of interest. The result of this condition of 
things is a determination to change tbe 
programme at home and abroad. Already 
Treasurer Spinner has been sent to Europe 
with fresh instructions, and next week the 
A-eistant Treasurer will leave for London on 
a similar mission. The President epent some 
time at the Treasury Department to-day, con- 
ferrirg with its officials and discussing the 
offers which foreign bankers have made in all 
cases.

TUE DISTILLERS. 


Regulations Adopted in the Session 
at Cincinnati Yesterday. 


PROTECTION OF THE TRADE. 


CisxoisnatTi, May 4.—The distillers, about 
one hundred in number, who have been in 
recret session since yesterday morning, to- 
day adopted by-laws, and adjourned to meet 
on tus 31st inst. to elect directors and cers. 
The by-!aws provide that each per- 
son. urm or ation manu- 
tacturing spirits distilied from gram, 
is entitled to become a stockholder, each one 
of whom ball have one vote fur each share. 
The board of directors consist of twenty one 
or more members. The States ot New York, 
Per osyl vania, Missouri, Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Illinois, Iowa, Tennessee and W. iscon- 
ein are to have one each and the balance to 
be distributed according to registered capaci- 
ty. The president of the board shall have 
general supervision of the subject of regula- 
u0.+; be may suspend ali officers but the 
Vice President, Secretary and Tressurer and 
generally shall perform all the duties usually 
pertormed by the heads of manufacturing 
and commercial houses. Article cight pro- 
vides that every member sbail, on becoming 
a member, Or as soon as the President snail 
ve elected, exegute and deliver to the Presi- 
— in his or their individual pame, but in 
fact ſor tue use and benefit of ssid 
association, according to the laws 
of tbe State lu which ie situated the property 
described, a lease of his or tueir distillery, 
tonether with’ the premises and appurte- 
nat ces tbereto’attached and belonging, in the 
name ot the person or association holding or 
owvlng the same ior a term of three years; 
and said leaseshali, among ober things, cou- 
lain the stipulation that the President, in his 
a capicity, buat for the use 
e Association, shall have 
aa be in the actual u 
re the distillery premises and appurtenances 
m said jease specified, and be so deemed in 
law, by reason of the consent of the parties 
thereto. And it shall be further provided io 
said lease tunt, should the lessor or lessors of 
ewld lease or leases use, OCcUpy, OF operate 
the  oistilleries, | or of tbem 
mentioned in any lease, it 
shall be deemed in no wise to oust said pres- 
ident of actual possession of said described 
premises, and that he stall have full power 
aud authority in law and fact to enter upon 
said premises by himself or any person by 
bim authonzed, to stop and prevent the far- 
ther ruuping or operating of such distullery or 
distillenes, he t giving such notice, 
as shall be prescribed by the rales ani by- 
jaws that may be adopted by tue board of di- 
rectors of this association. Provided, how- 
ever, that said president shall in all things 
mentioned in this article be governed by and 
ut der the coutroi of said board of directors. 
It is expressly understood that in no case 
sball any lien by lease be taken lu the name of 
the aseociation without the immed filrog 
mm the proper form the consent of the as-o- 
cistion, under section 8 of the act of July 20, 
1808, lass of the United States; that the said 
leu be waived as against the United States, 
euld waisor to pe ig form approved by the 
Cowmiesiouver of Internal Reyenue Proyid- 
c, however, that In cases where members 
ball be unable to execute the foregoing 
lease, the of tors may take 
such other security as in th eir judgment may 
te eufficient for the pose. It is further 
expressly declared that nothing is to be con- 
tui.ed in the lease that shall ia any manner 
release said lessors from liability to the Gov- 
exp ment of the United States or from compli- 
arce with the revenue laws thereof; nor 
shall the lessee be required to register 
said preety or to do any other act required 
to be done b pe Owner or person in actual 
possession o premises so leased uoder 
the laws of the United States in violation of 
the internal revenue thereof; nor shall the 
leesee be held or regarded liable forany waste 
wear, or damage to property thereby lease 
during the continuance the lease aria- 
ing from any cause whatever. Article 
provides that the board shali have exclusive 
power to regulate. the production of spirits; 
shall have power to order the starting and 
closing of distilleries, and to determine the 
number of bushels each distillery sball masb, 
ava no member shall be allowed to start up 
or continue to run exce bas 
the sesent of the board or 
executive committee in writing daly stamped 
with the Company’s seal. Provided, however, 
that every distiller who wishes or "prefers to 
run bis distillery by giving a notice to the 
beard in writing thirty days previous to the 
time he wishes to commenee, shall be al- 
lowed to run as many bushels as is his propor- 
tion, according to the size of his 
distillery, to the amount of apirite 
required to be made to supply the demand of 
the United States, such amount to be deter- 
mined by board, or to the number of gal- 
ions ordered to be made by the board. The 
board af arbitration and excculive committee 
privides for the duty evjoined on each mem- 
ber jo mform on disullers who 
are failing in any way to 
cowply with the laws for the collec ion o 
revenue. A majority of stock may dissolve 
the association with thirty days’ notice. The 
Board of Directors by a third vote of the 
whole number may provide general reg ula- 
tions for the purchase and sale of spirit pro- 
duced by the association, upon the mutual 
benefit plan, when the interests of the ass 
ciation require it. About 3 000 ot stock 
were subscribed, and W. 8. Ridgway ap. 
pointed temporary Scccetary aod Treasurer.

The Perquisite Abomination. 

In this city, and we presume also in 
the other portions of the Commonwealth, 
(be evils arising from supporting certain 
offces by fees are beccming unendurable. 
Ibings have reached thé pass that ‘our 
courts appear to be designed more as a 
means of enriching certain officials than of 
restoring to the injured their righta. We 
bave heard Main-street merchants say that 
they no longer. dare to go to law, because, 
it they should be beaten, the costs would 
in nine cases out of ten amount to more 
than the origival demand. They, there- 
tore, think it better to lose small debts in 
the first place than to run the risk of be- 
ing beaten and saddled with enormous 
costs. 

Ii such is the case with the rich, how is 
it with the poor? It is just about equiva- 
lent to ruin tor a man in narrow circum. 
stances to be cast in a suit. It is lu the 
power of malice to rum any man in hum- 
ple circumstances by subjecting him to the 
enormous burden of such litigation. If he 
cannot pay when his debt is due, and 
especially it he thinks he ought not to pay, 
and resists the demand, he finds that by 
the time he is taxed for entering this, that 
and the other order, his liability is just 
about doubled. We know of cases where 
parties, after making great sacrifices and 
straining every nerve to compromise and 
settle suits brought sgainst them out of 
pure malice, have been annoyed, badgered 
and broken up by executions for the costs. 
Your shyster is an animal that takes de- 
light in worrying and oppressing every 
poor man that is so unluch as to fall into 
his power. He is never so happy as when 
engeged in devising or engineering some 
piece of spite work in th? guise of law; and 
his employer but too often prompts him to 
the decd and psys him for his dirty 
work. 

Apert from this aspect of the matter, 
which is a serious one, the clerks of our 
courts are overpaid, and this fact alone is 
fruitful of evils. We know no better 
reason for overpaying the clerk of a court 
than for overpaying a clerk ma dry 
goods store. In either caee a man is paid 
for what he bas not done. The fact that 
in the one case the extoruon is pracueed 
on an innocent and unfortunate litigant, 
improves its moral character in no par- 
ticular that we can perceive. It is robbery 
and pillage in the one as in the other, 
except that where this thing is done with- 
in tke precincts ot the courts, which ought 
to be sanctuaries of justice, the offense is 
rank and smells to heaven. It breeds cor 
ruption in what should be the very domi- 

eile of purnty. Let it once be understood 
that, after the real work is done and hon- 

estly paid for, a profit or bonus on it re- 
maine, and it is easy to sce what will be 
come of these offices. They will become 
prizes for corrupt politicians, and every 
resource ot chicanery will be eabsuated in 
pursuit ot them. Men wholly destitute oi 
fitness, and not intending to discharge the 
duties at all, but to hire it done, will 
expend without scruple large sums of 

money to secure the offices, knowing that 

out of the profits they can soon make them 

selves whole again. Some of these offices 

are now #0 lucrative that a few years 

tenure of them is equivalent to a large 

tortane. An sspirant who has gained 
pesscssion of one of them for a single 
term can have bis option to retire rich or 
to spend half the p-ofits of his first term 

to secure a second. It need not be said 

that this is wrong. In our country and 

under our professed theories of govern- 

ment it is simply outrageous. To pamper 

officials aud enable them to accumulate 

immense corryptive funds with which to 

debauch electors is a practice wholly at 

war with republican ideas and hostile to 

their permanence. As for us, we are sick 

of it, and intend to do our best to arouse 

the people to the necessity of putting it 

down, 

Lat these cfficers be pa'd frugal saluries, 
like others in the public service. We are 
as much opposed to underpaying as to 
everpaying them; but there is no more 
reason for compensating them by tees than 
tor paying the judges of the several courts 
in that way. Put them on adequate and 
proper salaries, and let the fees now re 
ceived by them be paid into the State 
treasury. The amount of the fees, how- 
ever, should even in that case be reduced 
to lers than one-half what it is now. It 
may be impracticable to abolish the fee 
system entirely; but it is of doubttul 


bim 


utility at best, and was unknown to the 
purer ages of the common law. If it 
cannot be abolished let it be reformed. In 
ite present co.dicion it is nothing but a 
disgraceful engine of extortion, corruption 


and oppression. 

Anotber advantage of the change we 
advocate, and pot a small one, is that it 
would relieve us from not a little of the 
insolence of office. Under the present 
system an upstart deputy who happens to 
get himself installed under some geutle- 
manly and courtcous princ:pal seems to 
imagine that, besides taking his fees, he 
has little else to do but to insult every one 
who has : ny businessin the office. We 
want to see the number of these gentry 
diminished and the manners improved | 
and we think that a reduction in the profits |

‘ | Phince and er Colwhies- 
Matten are getting to look worse and 
worse in the Freud colony of Alze- 
ria, and it is very doubtful whether 
France, in its present troubled state, will 
be able to suppress the native insurrection | 
in that country. We are living in an 
eventiul age, and occurrences that would 
have created a great sensation but a few 
years ago pass by now comparatively 
unsioticed:.. Who would have thought, a 
couple of yeara ago, that an insurrection 
which threatened to rob France of its most 
important colonial possession, a province 
for which countless «millions of treasure 
and many thousands ot human lives were 
sacrificed by the mother country, would 
hardly call for a passing notice? But the 
startling events ot the last few months, the 
dow niall of the French power, the horrible 
farce which the suicidal mania of the 
Parisians conjures up, the rise of a great 
mintary empire in the center of Europe, 
which overawes all the others with its 
vast power, have so completely absorbed 
public mterest that we devote but a chance 
thought to events which, in calmer times, 
would command our whole attention. 
The insurrection has, according to the 
lateat accounts, assumed such immense 
proportions that the re-enforcement of ten 
thousand men, which the French Governor 
of the colony called for; was not sufficient. 
The ſorces UF tie tmemeccctinn ave en 
idable that the French commander 
tor an immediate re~enforcement of fifty 
thousand trustworthy soldiers, and as the 
Versailiss Government, nceding every man 
at home for the subjugation of the rebel- 
lious metropolis, could not send the ten 
thousand men originally called for, it is 
very improbable that it will be able to 
spare five times that number at à time 
when the Parisians are as unsubdued as 
ever. The Algerian situation is all the 
graver, as the French troops tbat are there 
have refused to march into the 
desert, saying that they were enlisted 
jor the defense of France against 
the Prussians and not for a war with the 
Kabyles. In this manner the insurrection 
is unchecked and makes greater headway 
every day. It extends now from the con- 
fines ot the Empire of Morocco to the 
borders of the Pachalic of Tunis, and the 
French aie driven back to within a short 
distance of the coast. Every day of delay 
swells the ranks of the ipsurgents, to

While the French power is thus threat- 
eved by the natives on the Norih A'rican 
coast, the French themselves are aban- 
doning their siations on the western 
coast of Africa. Vice Admiral Pornuax 
has received orders to withdraw all the 
French fo-ces om those colonics and 
send them at once to France. The 
English take porse-sion of these stations 
as scon as the French leave them, and 
thus, from present appearances, the French 
are about to lose in Africa all their pos- 
sessions, which at first promised to be 
valuable and permanent territories of 
France, just as they lost their colonies 
in Hindostan and North America in the 
last century.
